There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  new  applications 
under  both  Building  Regulations  and  Planning,  the  figure 
for  the  latter  being  approximately  double  the  1971  figure. 


Council  Houses 

•  The  Council  own  64O  houses,  179  were  built  prior  to  1939 
and  of  these  140  have  been  modernised. 

Plans  have-,  been  approved  for  improvement  work  to  a  further 
34  houses  and  it  is  expected  that  these  will  be  complete  in  the 
coming  year. 

Rodent  Control 

No  infestations  were  recorded  in  the  sewerage  systems  and  very 
few  npt if i cat ions  of  rats  and  mice  in  private  properties  were  received. 
Treatment  is  free  for  dealing  with  infestations  in  private  houses. 

Sewerage 

Work  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year  on  a  new  sewerage 
system  and  sewage  disposal  works  at  West  Lutton  to  replace  the  existing 
works  that  serves  only  the  school  and  Council  houses.  This  is  the 
last-major  scheme  planned  by  the  Council,  making  a  total  of  seventeen 
village  sewerage  systems  to  be  provided  in  a  twenty- two  year  period. 
Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  existing  disposal  arrangements  whereby  house  refuse 
which  is  collected  fortnightly  is  taken  to  a  pulveriser  in  Malton 
Urban  District  continues  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

There  are  still  problems  .caused  vby  .indiscriminate  tipping  in 
disused  pits,  quarries  etc  ^  throughout;  the  district  and  it  .is 
difficult  to  understand  wl^y  the  persons  responsible,  who  can  seldom 
be  traced,  persist  in  this  anti-social  behaviour  and  set  such  a 
bad  example  to  others;  :  Most  local  Authorities  will  either  make 
special  collections  or  accept  bulky  articles_  etc.  at  a  disposal  point 
on  request,  but  very  "few 'enquiries  are  received. 
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Meat  Inspection 

There  was  a  further  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
during  the  year  with  of  course  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  hours 
spent  on  meat  inspection  duties  at  the  expense  of  other  routine  work.
